Guatemala (UPI) — Govern­ 
ment officials say the death toll 
has reached more than 15,000 in 
this Central American republic, 
hammered by three series of 
earth tremors in five days of 
devastation. 
A new set of shocks battered 
the 
capital 
early 
Sunday, 
swaying buildings, driving pa­ 
nicked citizens into the streets 
and prompting churchmen to 
call on their parishioners to 
repent. 
Aftershocks rippled through 
the city late in the day. Citizens 
refused to enter their damaged 
homes, preferring to camp out 
in makeshift tents despite gusty 
winds, a tem perature drop to 
the low 50s and the city's first 
rainstorm since the tremors 
began. 
The official National Em er­ 
gency Committee Sunday night 
placed the death toll at 15,043, 
with 37,000 injured since the 
initial quake rumbled through 
Guatemala and other parts of 
Central America Wednesday. 
The committee said at least 
220,000 Guatemalans lost their 
homes 
in 
the 
quakes, 
but 
reports had not arrived from 
many small towns left isolated 
by landslides and communica­ 
tions failures. 
Sunday’s tremors began at 
3:20 a.m. EST, heavily dam ag­ 
ing the Neuropsychiatric Hospi­ 
tal in the capital and sending

Corn is the man in charge of 
such matters. An expert in 
industrial hygiene and a former 
professor of occupational health 
at the University of Pittsburgh, 
he took office in December as 
assistant secretary of laber in 
charge of 
the 
Occupational 
Safety and Health Administra­ 
tion. 
He is that rare creature, a 
scientist in government 
His own working conditions, 
he conceded in an interview, 
leave something to be desired. 
He sometimes finds himself 
working in an overcoat 
His 
huge, 
high 
ceilinged 
office, with one wall of glass, is 
in a new Labor Department 
building The heat goes off at 
day’s end, and Corn has been 
working from B am to IO p m 
— until the cold drives him 
home with a briefcase contain­ 
ing another hour’s work 
“I keep deluding myself that 
it will taper off," he says He 
flies home to Pittsburgh week 
ends to rejoin his teacher wife, 
Jacqueline, and two children 
His department, with 1,300 
inspectors, 
lays 
down 
and 
enforces job safety and health 
standards for 60 million work 
ers and five million employers 
Mining and transportation and 
certain 
other industries are 
covered by other agencies, but 
OSHA regulates all others who 
employ more than one worker 
The law was enacted in 1970 
and remains one of the most 
controversial 
ever 
passed 
OSHA often is hauled into court 
on charges of overstepping its 
boundaries Frequent attempts 
are made in Congress to repeal 


the law or to shorten its reach 
Corn’s work involves such 
matters as how much asbestos

The story of fam ily p ractice has done a co m plete turn-about in 
popularity. In both cases, the turning point w as pegged by a 
war. 
After World W ar II, physicians c a m e b ack from the service 
with a p re p a id opportunity to ta k e additional training in 
m edicine so the trend w as to specialize. F o r the next 15 to 20 
y e a rs, fam ily practice was pushed to the b ack ground and the 
trend co ast to coast w as to p ra c tic e in clinics with each 
physician involved in a speciality 
After the conflict in V ietnam ended, th e r e w as a surplus of 
physicians signed in m ilitary se rv ice and a g re a t need for 
p rim a ry c a r e physicians coast to coast. 
Philip Willkie w as the first in Indiana to m a k e head lines with 
this situation 
He challenged the 
Indiana 
S tate 
Medical 
Association He atte m p te d bringing in physicians from other 
countries. 
At the tim e he w as doing this Dr F ra n k G reen w as serving on 
a se v en -m an co m m ittee appointed by the A m erican Medical 
Association to an alyze and m a k e suggestions for private 
practice. T his c o m m itte e w as m a d e up of m e m b e r s from 
W ashington D.C., Chicago, P o rtland , Nashville, Tenn., and 
other sta te s. At the tim e of its first m eeting , p r im a ry c a r e and 
fam ily p ra c tic e w ere not stressed. 
Knowing the situation in Rush County an d in o th er counties in 
Southern In diana, though. D r G reen soon m a d e it known that 
th ere w a s a g re a t m al distribution of physicians. The question 
c a m e up about a ssig n m en ts of young physician s who w ere then 
finishing m ed ical training They h ad pledged so m a n y years for 
m ilitary serv ice due to g o v ern m en t p a y m e n ts for financing 
their m ed ical education. Dr. G reen su g g e sted that the m edical 
need in civilian life was crucial His c o m m itte e reco m m end ed 
that in lieu of m iliary service, th ese p h ysician s be sent to areas 
for e m e r g e n c y m edicine. It w as at this tim e that Dr Norris 
decided on e n terin g V eteran Service in the M ilitary. Dr. Green 
m ad e the first contact in M a ry lan d to see if Rush County could 
be ap p ro v ed for a physician und er this p ro g ra m . After learning 
that it w a s possible, he gave the n a m e of the D irector of the 
P ro g r a m to Dr. Ellis and the rest is history. Dr. Connerly was 
one of the first to be accep ted under the p ro g ra m . 
At the p resen t tim e, m edical schools a re putting in action a 
d e p a rtm e n t of fam ily practice and the m a jo rity of students 
g rad u atin g a r e training in p r im a ry ca re . In stead of being at the 
bottom of the totem pole and having no sta n d in g in the heirachy 
of m edicin e, a physician today train ing in fam ily p ractice is a 
specialist in his field. 
In the past the go v ern m en t had release d ph ysicians for the 
National H ealth S ervice Corps in lieu of m ilita ry service but 
th ere w e re only two choices for a physician T hey could either 
be assig n ed to an Indian reserv atio n o r d o r e s e a rc h in NHI 
Today the g o v ern m en t is m ak in g this new p ro g ra m attractive 
to young physician s The N ational H ealth S ervice Corps insures 
a s a la ry of $30,000 or m o re plus all living expenses, health care 
benefits to the ph ysician and hts fam ily, m a lp r a c tic e insurance 
co verage, a liberal an nu al vacation an d sick leave, and a chance

They 
also tend to cling to the teeth. 
"Detergent food" is the term 
used to describe fibrous foods 
that require active chewing. It 
is believed that these foods and 
the process of active chewing 
dean the teeth and stimulate 
the soft tissues around them. 
Detergent foods would in­ 
dude fresh fruits and raw 
vegetables, the fibers of which 
need more diligent chewing 
Dental surgeons suggest that 
parents be more aware of the 
"hidden" sugars that are in 
abundance in foods such as 
certain cereals and canned

History And Hearsay 
Lincoln s Funeral Transversed 20 Days 


When President Lincoln was 
assasinated, the task of g u ar­ 
ding the body fell to Indiana’s 
General Lew W allace who was 
then in charge of the defense of 
the city of Washington D C This 
was not the sim ple chore it 
might at first seem 
Lincoln 
would have 12 funerals in 12 
cities and 20 days would pass 
before his body was finally laid 
to rest in Springfield. Ill 
The business of saying goodby 
to the President would take the 
city of Washington alm ost a full 
week A catafalque was erected 
in the center of the East Room 
of the White House Eleven feet 
tall, 
it 
cau se 
the 
c e n tra l 
chandelier to be removed to 
accom odate it. The rem aining 
chandeliers 
were 
completely 
sw athed in black cloth, as were 
the eight tall m irrors the room 
contained 
In addition 
black 
s tre a m e rs w ere hung from 
ebery possible niche 


Walnut C a s k e t 
On the catafalque rested a 
hugh 
walnut casket 
entirely 
covered with black broadcloth 
and lined with quilted white 
satin Six feet, six inches long, it 
had four m assive silver handles 
on each side and on the lid there 
was a shield outlined with silver 
ta c k s w ith the in scrip tio n : 
"A b rah am 
Lincoln, 
16th 
President of the United States, 
Born February 12, 1809. Died 
April 15. 1865 " This lid was 
hinged to fold back a third of the 
way down so as to expose the 
P resident’s face and shoulders 
S ta rtin g on the 
T uesday 
morning after his death, Lin 
coin s body was on view to the 
public Persons coming to pay 
their respects were directed by 
officers 
to 
the 
foot 
of 
the 
catafalque 
where they 
were 
divided into single lines and 


allowed to pass on either side, 
pausing 
about 
one 
second 
before being pushed onw ard by 
the persons behind At 5:30 p m 


the public was shut out and for 
two hours special, privileged 
groups were adm itted to the 
East Room 
The 
room 
was 
closed to all but the carpenters 


who built rows of seats to a c ­ 
comodate the guests at 
the 
official funeral the following 
day. 


IMO.OOO Jam m ed Into City 
At sunrise on the m orning of 
the funeral, the booming of 
cannon and the tolling of church 
bells aw akened the 
100,000 
people jam m ed into the city for 
the occasion Every house and 
store in the city was shut tight 
for the day, each draped in 
black from the White House on 
down to the poorest shanty At 
ll o'clock the guests began to 
enter the East Room for the 
services In the adjoining Blue 
Room w as the 
P resid en t s 
personal cavalry guard who had 
accompanied him everywhere 
he went while he lived 
At 
each 
co rn er 
of 
the 
catafalque was a special guard 
of honor and the family was 
grouped at the foot of the coffin 
Mrs Lincoln was absent She 
rem ained upstairs in her room 
the entire day General Grant, 
with tears in his eyes, sat alone 
at the President’s head To the 
east side of the coffin was the 
new President Johnson Ranked 
behind him were m em bers of 
the Cabinet, m em bers of the 
House, Senate, Suprem e Court 
and other dignitaries 
Services Around Nation 
The four m inisters who were 
to conduct the services took 
their places on the west side At 
exactly IO minutes past 12 the 


services began 
At the same 


time all over the nation sim ilar 
sermons took place as m inisters 
likened the fallen President to 
Moses, the saviour of his nation, 
deprived of his right to enter the 
promised land, and even to 
Christ for Lincoln had been 
murdered on the anniversary of 
the Crucifixion 
After the services the coffin 
was borne from the White House 
by the 12 Veteran R eserve Corps 
sergeants who had been chosen 
to guard the coffin 
until it 
reached its Springfield tomb A 
conin was placed on a wagon 
drawn by six white horses. The 
coffin rested on a platform ll 
feet high so that everyone along 
the street m ight have a clear 
view of it as it passed Leading 
the procession w as a detach­ 
ment of Negro troops who had 
been the second unit to enter 
Richmond when it fell This was 
the Twenty-eighth Colored, a 
regim ent with four Rush County 
men as m em bers: Dan Tucker, 
Charles Miller. Henry Jones and 
Jam es Taylor 
U nfortunately 
history has failed to tell us if 
these men were present on this 
day. They were followed by 
other officers from the Army, 
Navy and M arine Corps, the 
m inisters, the doctors who had 
attended the President in his 
last hours, and assorted civilian 
m ourners 
Last Respects Paid 
Just behind the hearse walked 
Mr Lincoln’s favorite horse, his 
m aster’s boots reversed in the 
stirrups This was followed by a 
c a rria g e 
b e a rin g 
the 
President’s two sons 
Behind 
them 
hobbled 
m any 
con- 
valescant soldiers who had left 
th eir beds in W ash in g to n ’s 
hosp itals to pay th e ir last 
respects to their Com mander- 
in Chief One of the m ost im 
pressive sights of all was the 


colored population of the city 
W earing high silk hats and 
white gloves, they m arched 40 
a b re a s t 
dow n 
the av en u e, 
walking in dignified silence and 
holding hands 
Every face in 
line w as solemn and most were 
streaked with tears. Above it all 
rose the muffled beat of drum s 
from 30 bands 


The body lay in state in the 
rotunda of the Capitol building 
until F rid a y m orning w hen 
another procession escorted it to 
a special train that would bear 
him slowly north, then west 
through a sorrow ing country It 
would follow alm ost the sam e 
routh the President had taken 
four y ears before when he cam e 
to W ashington There were nine 
coaches and a baggage car all 
draped in black The first cars 
carried a New York m ilitary 
com pany in full dress uniform 
and the last coach contained the 
official escorting party Among 
those 
in

in te rio r w ere 
C abinet m em b e rs, Suprem e 
Court justices, governors, and 
G en eral 
‘‘F ig h tin g 
J o e " 
Hooker The body itself lay in 
the next to the last car Next to it 
lay a sm aller coffin. It con­ 
tained the body of Lincoln’s son 
Willie who had died three years 
before in W ashington and was

Springfield to be buried beside 
his father 
Numerous Sites 
L in co ln 's

Capitol building at H arrisburg, 
Pa, in Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia, in City Hall at 
New York, and so on while 
hundreds of hushed m ourners 
filed past. Finally the train 
reached the Indiana State line 
Here the official party was

critic,

preacher, said it was leading to 
the moral decay of youth and 
could be a main reason for 
teen-age pregnancies 
“Such statements and others 
recently printed in the m ass 
media are nonsense."
